The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 10, 11, 32,33,42,43 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Korehammer (of record). 

The teaching of the primary reference is of record. The applicant argues the motivation for adding the 
conditional rules and the action strategy is based on the secondary reference fails from the outset in that 
the secondary reference does not have a 102 date. While it is true that the reference fails to teach a 
plurality of sets of conditional rules defined in a memory therein, each set of conditional rules defining a 
discovery strategy and an action strategy, the discovery strategy specifying parameters for whether and 
how to obtain price quotations for at least one of a plurality of markets, and the action strategy specifying 
order processing parameters, It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to have added a 
feature to discover the lowest price (the discovery strategy) and to have executed the trade (the action 
strategy) as motivated by the need to either comply with regulations or to find their clients the lowest 
price.
